Merch. Your Reaſons ſeem to contradict your 

own Act; for I am much miſtaken, if I did not 
ſee your Name to the Rol L. 

I believe you did ſee my Name, and the 
Names of ſeveral other Perſons, who knew as 
little of the Matter as I did; whoſe Names were 
forged, to give Weight to that which, I think, 
contains a heavy Reflection upon the Credit of 
the Kingdom, and the Traders thereof, eſpecially 
upon thoſe, who are the Keepers of the Furplus 
Caſh of the Wealthy. 

You ſurprize me exceedingly with what 
you now ſay; for your Name was one of the 
moſt prevalent Arguments with me, to ſet mine 
to that Addreſs. But had I known. that fiich a

But this muſt be one of his uſual Puffs. It is abs 


ſurd to imagine, that ſuch an Order could be 
given, that could not be legally obey'd, but at 
the Riſque of the Treaſury-Officers, who give 
great Security to the Yice-Treaſurers their Employ- 
ers. Theſe Officers have long taken the Notes 
of Bankers in Payment, and have thereby in- 
larged the Capital of Trade, to the great and 
ſenſible Advantage of the Nation. But without 
cancelling their Bonds, and diſcharging their Sure 
ties, no Power, but the Parliament, which can 
indemnify them from a Loſs, can compel them 


to accept of Notes for Money: Much leſs can 


any other Power warrant their exchanging certain 
Revenue for uncertain Paper. So that thoſe boaſt- 
ed Bonefires, Illuminations, and Ringing of Bells 
were, probably, as imaginary, as ſome others 
formerly related by the ſame Author, to have 
been for a Birth-Day, which no mortal in .the 
City, except one Native of Scotland, knew any

Merch. I ſuſpect, from what you have ſaid, 
that you did not ſee a Letter, which was ſent 
from the s Office to one of the Banks of 
this City, which ſeems to overthrow your Aſſer- 
tions: Indeed, neither the Letter, nor the 
Addreſs, directly point out the particular Manner, 
in which public Credit was to be ſupported ; but 
the Letter plainly indicates the Exerciſe of ſome 
Power for that Purpoſe.

The Treaſury is, as all other Things 
are, ſubject to Law ; and I know no Law, that 
gives a chief e. a Power of „ Hin the 
public Treaſure into Notes, nor do I think any 
Gr ever did, or ever will attempt fo to do. 

Merch. But do you not think, that the Letter 
I have mentioned, was attended by ſome Conſe- 
quences advantageous to the Kingdom ? 

Bank. It is certainly of Importance, that the 
Publick ſhould obſerve, that Power is watchful 
over the Affairs of a. Nation, ſubſiſting by its 
Trade and its Credit. However, I cannot think 
this Country was lately in ſa great Danger, as to 
need any extraordinary Remedy. One Bank of 
no viſible Security broke; I cannot have ſo mean 
an Opipion of my Countrymen, as to ſuppoſe, 
that they would, therefore, ſuſpect all other 
Banks, of viſible and undoubted Strength, and 
draw their Money out of them, to inten them- 
ſelves with the keeping thereof. There was an 
Appearance of a Run upon one Bank; but 2 
was owing to its ſmall Notes, the 165. of 
Perſons of low Degree, who crowded th 
though their Demapds were trifling : But - 4 
Bank was no more ſuſpected by Perſons of udg- 
ment and Affluence, than any other; and, there- 
fore, was not diſturbed by them. But whatever 
was the Danger, I cannot think that Letter of 
ſo great Account, as to be called, the ErrRę- 
TUAL InTzERPOSITION, in behalf of the publick 
Credit of the Kingdom. The Erezctvar Ix-

This, they ſaw, 
would amount to a publick Declaration, that a 
Bank could not ſubſiſt, without the Aid of the 
Treaſury, which would not be proper for the 
People to believe, nor for the Treaſury even to 
hint. It is the Buſineſs of every good Subject ta 
wiſh, it is the Intereſt of the Government to pro- 
mote, that the Treaſury may depend upon Trade, 
and that Trade never may be in the Power of the 
Treaſury, Theſe Reaſons operate ſo powerfully 
upon me, that, could I plainly diſcover the Man 
who counterfeited my Name in that Roll, I 
would take the moſt likely Steps to Procure a 
Recompence, for the Damage which I may incur 
abroad, amongft Strangers, who will probably 
eſteem my Credit to be very precarious, if it may,
